Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  myself  as  a candidate  for 
the  above  post. 

Age. 

I am  thirty-eight  years  of  age  and  am  married. 

Qualifications. 

I am  a graduate  in  Arts  of  the  University  of  Glasgow. 
In  1898  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  (M.B.)  and 
Master  in  Surgery  (C.M.),  with  Honours,  were  conferred 
upon  me,  and  at  the  same  time  I gained  the  Brunton 
Memorial  Prize,  awarded  to  the  most  distinguished 
graduate  in  Medicine  of  the  year. 

After  acting  under  the  late  Professor  Sir  William  T. 
Gairdner,  K.C.B.,  as  Resident  House  Physician,  Western 
Infirmary,  Glasgow,  during  winter  1898-99,  and  thereafter 
spending  some  months  travelling  with  a patient,  I was 
asked  by  Professor  Cleland  to  become  Junior  Demonstrator 
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of  Anatomy.  This  post  I held  during  i 899- 1 900,  and  in 
October  of  1900  was  appointed  Senior  Demonstrator.  In 
1905,  while  still  retaining  this  position,  I received  the  style 
of  Lecturer  in  Regional  Anatomy.  I hese  posts,  that  of 
Lecturer  in  Regional  Anatomy  and  Senior  Demonstrator, 
I have  held  till  now. 

Anatomical  Experience. 

As  Senior  Demonstrator  I had,  subject  to  the  Pro- 
fessor, the  entire  control  of  the  Department  of  Practical 
Anatomy. 

My  duties  here  were  those  of  both  Teacher  and 
Administrator. 

As  regards  the  first  of  these,  I demonstrated,  person- 
ally, their  dissections  to  the  students,  informally  examined 
them  upon  their  work,  and  kept  a record,  in  a special 
book,  of  each  man’s  progress.  Necessarily  by  this  I 
gained  much  experience — anatomical  standpoint  apart — 
in  estimating  not  only  the  diligence  and  ability,  but  also 
the  individual  character,  of  every  student.  In  these  duties 
I had  the  help  of  two,  latterly  of  three,  demonstrators. 

Apart  from  my  duties  as  a teacher  of  Practical 
Anatomy,  I have,  since  1900,  delivered  during  the 
winter  session,  to  the  Senior  Class  of  Anatomy,  that 
proportion  of  the  lectures  which  dealt  with  the  subject 
of  Topographical  Anatomy,  and,  for  the  last  two  years, 

1 have  given  in  addition  a course  of  Systematic  Lectures 
upon  the  structure,  both  macroscopic  and  microscopic, 
of  the  Central  Nervous  System.  Upon  any  occasion 
of  the  Professor’s  absence,  I lectured,  whether  to  Junior 
or  to  Senior  Class,  and  have  consequently  gained 
experience  in  lecturing  at  comparatively  short  notice  upon 
any  given  anatomical  subject. 

In  the  autumn  of  1905,  when  Professor  Cleland  was 
in  South  Africa,  the  University  Court  appointed  me  to 
act  in  his  place  as  Examiner  for  Degrees  in  Medicine. 
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In  the  summer  of  1908,  during  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  Lecturer  in  Embryology,  and  when 
arrangements  were  made  between  the*  Principal  and  Pro- 
fessor Cleland  for  the  conduct  of  the  class  in  Systematic 
Embryology,  with  the  sanction  of  Professor  Cleland,  I 
delivered  a course  of  lectures  upon  this  most  important 
branch  of  Anatomy. 

As  regards  the  second  of  these,  my  administrative  and 
clerical  work  were  associated  with  the  general  surveillance 
of  the  Department  of  Practical  Anatomy.  The  ensuring  of 
an  adequate  supply  of  material,  and  the  superintendence 
of  its  due  preservation,  were  my  care.  The  distribution 
of  dissection  material  to  students  according  to  their  needs 
and  wishes,  1 personally  attended  to,  while  the  monies 
for  such  were  collected  by  me,  banked,  and  accounted  for 
duly  to  the  University  factors. 

In  connexion  with  those  matters,  and  with  the  corre- 
spondence associated  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
for  Regulating  Schools  of  Anatomy,  no  inconsiderable 
amount  of  clerical  work  was  involved — as  may  be  under- 
stood from  the  size  of  the  School. 

Thus  during  the  past  ten  years  I have  gained  teaching 
experience  in  every  department  of  Human  Anatomy. 

Research. 

I have  kept  myself  abreast  of  the  methods  of  modern 
Anatomical  Research,  and  have  published  the  following 
papers  :
